Havana, Cuba, 
sir: 

I desire your aid in securing the release of one 
ERNEST D.ROSELL,and American citizen, (by naturalization, ) 
who is held a military prisoner here under orders receiv- 
ed from the Governor General at HAVANA. 

The circumstances are as folloSs:- 

RAFAEL ESPIN, a hardware merchant of this place,recently 
visited the United States to purchase goods and visit the 
Chicago Exhibition. Being : aequainted with ROSELL, (who 
formerly resided at this place but left here at the age 
of sixteen,eleven years ago,and has sinee resided in New 
York,) he decided to secure his services as an interpret- 
er and engaged. him to go with hiwh to Chicago,after having 
made his purchases in New York. 

ESPIN says that he expested to return to New York 
efter visiting Chicago,but found he could get home sever- 
al days sooner by going via Tampa, Fla,and thence to Cuba, 
buf having left his trunk in New York,it was necessary 


to make some arrangements to get it home. ROSELL had 


informéd him that he soon expected to visit his aged 
mother, residing in Santiago de dubs. ao he said to ROSELL 
why cannoy you bring my trunk along when you come,a pro- 
position to which ROSELL readily assented . He then gave 
hima letter to the proprietor of the New York American 
Hotel,requesting the landlord to deliver the trunk to 
ROSELL, @nd avers that ROSELL had no knowledge that the 
trunk contained anything but his ordinary wearing apparel, 
When the S.8.*VALENCIA" arrived at Santiago de Cuba;it 
was quarantined three days,and ROSELL sent word to ESPIN 
that his trumk was there and thet he shovid be prepared 
to take charge of it,whereupon ESPIN went to the inspec- 
tor at the port,and said to him,I have a trunk in care 
of one ROSELL, and there are twenty four cheap revolvers 
im it besid@s the wearing apparel and a few other arti- 
cles,thinking he could make it all richt with the inspéec- 
tor and get his goods cheaper than by ordinary method. 

The Captain General at HAVANA,had learned that this 
trunk contained revolvers and had telegraphed to the Mil- 
itary Governor at this place to arrest the party having 
the truhk ih charge. 

He wes however allowed to go to the home of his 
mother without hindrance,but was soon arrested and placed 
in the common prison. At his Péatést and the request of 


his friends,& visited the prison and heard his story, 


which is substanticlly the same as that of BSPIN and that 


he Was doing what he supposed was a friendly act to ESPIN 


and had no knowledge whatever that the revolvers were in 


the trunk. 


ESPIN offers to pay all demands in cash and take 


the place of ROSELL in prison and stand the trial as the 


only party having done a criminal act knowingly, but the 


authorities prefer to hold ROSELL responsible, and pay no 
attention to ESPIN except they have made a demend on him 
for the duty and the fine,which he refuses to pay unless 
he is allowed to take all the blame and responsibility 
in the case. ROSELL has now been removed from the prison, 
to the Military Bastile. (Morro. ) 


I have tried to get at the bottom facts of this case 


presuming that the Spanish authorities were acting wkhth 
consideration and in good faith. 

The facts above stated I believe to be substantially 
correct. 

I earnestly hope that ypu may be able to explain 
this case in such a satisfactory way to the Captain Gen- 
eral,that he will see the propriety of ordering ROSELL‘’S 
release at once, 

In case of failure I desire that you will forward 
this letter to the Department of State with such recom- 
mendations as in your judgment deem best. 

The authorities here took all his papers from him 
and remitted them to the Captain General.

By reference to art 7 of the treaty of 1795,and the 
agreement about judicial procedure cf the 13th of January 
1877, between the United States and Spatn,to be found in 
the volume of "Treaties and Conventions between the Uni- 
ted States and other Powers, 1776--1887", you will find 
that the right oi POSELL to be tried by the ordinary or 
civil jurisdiccion, and not by military court,with the 
right of appointing his advocate,with all other necessary 
safesuards,are amoly secvred to him by both Governments.

REPORT of the Collector on the memorial of 


Messrs E.AGUILERA X CC. 


Office of the Collector of the Port. 


HAVANA, May 24th, 18953. 
To His Exeelleney the Governor of the Western Region. 


Excellency: a 

In this contention,Mesers.Ermesté* Aguilera X Co, 
importing merchants of this city,appeal to the authority 
of Y.E.against the appraisement made by the eustom house 
on two lots of preserved meats imported from the United - 
States and entered by them for eonsumption under declar- 
ations numbered 30,217 and 35,154. 

The memorial of these importers sets forth that Shes 
eonsider the said meats to be included in paragraph 29, 
Schedule A. ef the Treaty with the United States; and, 
therefore,entitled to admission free of all duties; while 
on the other hand,the custom house judges them to fall 
within the paragraph 59 of Sehedule C. and entitled, there 
by,to a reduction of 50 per cent. 

The memorialists declare that there are two points 


upon which they differ with the customs officials; «first, 


as to which of the two documents is to rule in the *mpos? 


2 
tion of duties én the products of the United States; the 
Repertory or the Treaty; and seecond,if the merchandise 
entered by them is er is not meat preserved in eans by 
the extraction of the air. 

The memorialists found their rights on the stipula- 
tions of paragraph 29,Schedule A.ef the Treaty with the 
United States,and in a burst of vehement defense,go so 
@ar as to suppose that the (Cuban Repertory is not a legal 
document; sustaining, furthermore,that it has not been 
published either by our Government or that of the United 
States. This idea eannot be more strange; since they 
acknowledge an ¢he same memorial that this Repertory by 
whieh the customs officials guide themselves in the ap- 
plication of the Treaty,is the one which was published 
in the officiel Gazette of this city on the 25th, 26th 


and 28th of last February; therefore,the official char- 


acter of this document cannot be denied; and from this 


moment it must be recognized as such,and of equal foree 


with the Treaty,notwithstanding the memorialists may 
doubt its validity,sinee both documents point by differ- 
ent ways to one sole purpose,though to this end,the ob- 
jeet of eaeh one may be distinct accordingly as their 
missions are different; fer while the first is the frame, 
as it were,sontaining the expression of the franchige, the 
second is the part to whieh the first must be adjusted 
for the securing ef its rights and legitimate application 
and inisiprstetion. By sueh means only ean the Treaty 


be applied. Otherwise it would be diffieult to earry out 


3 
its provisions. For it is deubtful if even those who in- 
tervened in its agreement could have applied it with more 
exactness,sinee the complications arising from the multi- 
tude of Gifferent articles embraced in its several sehe- 
dules, and because of the latter expressing the favored 
articles in general,while the Repertory analyzes and 
separates them under particular terms according to the 


reqepirements of the several schedules; any other method 


would lead te an inealculable number of doubts in the ap- 
plieation ef the sehedulés. Thus one of the two points 
of doubt aecording to Messrs Bruvitoo Aguilera x Co,being 
disposed of, we will now preceed to examine the other: ,-- 
that is;--if the meats entered by them,are meats preserv- 
ed in eans by the extraction of air; and, therefore, en- 
titled to free entry under paragraph 29 to Sehedule A, 


as they suppose,or if they are embraced under paragraph 


59 of Sehedule C,to whieh the Custom house hes adjudged 
them. ? 

To this end an examination of the present legisla- 
tion is suffieient; but the undersigned must first ob- 
serve, that by general rule all meats imported in cans, 
either in their own juice,in lard,er with other adherents y 


have necessarily te be preserved by the extgaction of ay, 


although containing other preparations. This prineiple 


once established,we proeeed to the examination ef the 


Treaty. Paragraph 29 ef Sehedule A, says: 


"Meats in brine, salted and smoked, i:cluding 
"bacon, hams,and meats preserved in ecans,in lard,or 


"by extraetion of air. 


a 
As seen,the redaetion of this paragraph eannot be 
elearer; its text shewing that the meats embraced,must 
be natural,mst not have sugfered(sic)any condiment er 


preparation whatever er preserved by such preeesses. 


Paragraph 59 ef Sehedule C, says: 

*Preserved alimentary substances and canned 
"geods,net comprised in other numbers,ineluding sau- 
"sages, stuffed meats,mustards, sauces, pickles, jams, 
“and jellies*.- 

Neither ean the redaction ef this paragraepg be plain 
er,and it is te be ebserved that in it are embraced as 
preserved alimentary substanees,and geeds in cans, net 
eomprised in other numbers of these schedules,such as 
fowls and meats that eentain some condiment,or that have 
been prepared te be served witheut any further prepara- 
tion,since in the natural meats,these that are to he the 
object ef some culinary preeess fer eating,are those re- 
ferred te in paragraph 29 ef Sehedule A,which the memo- 
rialists invoke as applieable to the ease under discussion ; 

Let us now see what is preseribed on this point by 


the two Repertories; the first ef which is added at 


the end of the present tariff; and the second,er defini- 
tive repertory, which was published in the Gazette of the 
25th,26th and 28th of February last,with the purpose of 
clearing away the doubts encountered in applying the pre- 
visions of the Treaty. 

The first ef these two repertories embraces, under 
paragraph 29,Sehedule A, meatef smoked,salted,in brine, 


mutton, smoked beef, pork, including bacon,preserved in cans 


in lard,and by extraction of air. So,therefore,in this

list which comp rices all the preserved meats te which the 
provisions of paragraph 29,Sehedule A,can be applied,no 
meAation is made of any meats that for their preservation 
er their immediate use have been econdimented er reeeived 
additions of any kind,as occurs at the present time with 
the majority of meats.

This heading undoubtedly 
refers te all preserves that have been condimented, and 
are those expressed in the Sehedules. 

The definitive Repertory in its section eof meats, 
aiffers very little in its elassifieation from the other, 
for it eomprises under its Sehedule A,beef,pork and mat- 
ten in eans and in brine,salted er smoked and these pre- 
served by the extraction ef air,taking stuffed meats of 
all kinds under Sehedule C. 

The reasons above expressed will demonstrate that 
the attentive examématien ef the Treaty and the Reperto- 
ries will present no more deubts to Y.B.as to the appli- 
eation ef their sehedules,in the ease of preserved meats 
in eans,than has eecurred te this Custem house; and the

In obedience to the general instructions of 
my Government,I have the honor to present te the con- 


sideration and decision of Y.E.,the following cages 


Messrs.HENRY B.HAMEL and Co.,American citizens, 
with residence in this city,and established in the 
trade between thie Island and the United States, canplain 
to this Consulate General, that on the 29th ultimo 
certain officials of the Regional Government entered 
their: premises, and without exhibiting or notifying 
them of any order issued by the judge of any competent 
court, proceeded forthwith and solely by command of 
the Chief of the Provisional Section of Arrears, to 
lay an attachment upon their property within the said 


premises, for the eollection of $1659.37,upon the 


allegation that the said firm exereises the oceupa- 


tion of banking merehants in this city without license. 


In their complaint to this Consulate General, 
Messrs.HENRY B.HAMEL and Co.,affirm that they owe no 
arrears of taxes,having paid them to date, according 
to their legitimate classification as commission and 
not banking merchants; that their license granted them 
by the Government permits them,in common with all 
commission merchants,to buy and sell on orders for 
foreign account,reimbursing themselves when they ship 
against orders,by their own drafts on the parties 
abroad for whose accotint they may have made shipments, 
which drafts they sell,with or without shipping docu- 
ments attached,to the bankers and others in the mar- 
ket; that,also,they reimburse their correspondents 
abroad for the net proceeds of merchandise consigned 
to them for sale,by the purchase of bills of exchange 


from the bankers and others,which they remit to 


their said correspondents; that this is the order ob- 


served by the commission merchants of all countries; 
it is, therefore, general,being imposed and determined 
not by caprice or by ingenuity of invention, but by the 
very nature and necessity of the case; and as such is 
sanctioned by the codes of commerce of all countries, 
affirming further that these methods are not alterable 
at the wish or command of any Goverrmment official; 

and that,in view thereof,they claim that this proceed- 


ing on the part of the Section of Arrears is contrary

to the facts,contrary to reason and justice,as well 
as violative of the rights secured them by the treaty 


between Spain and the United States. 


And now, Excellency,on complying with the said 
instructions of my Government in the presentation 
of this case to the attention of your superior au- 
thority,I would most respectfully observe that: in 
the exchange of the products of the earth and of human 
labor which more than any other means holds distinct 
peoples in ties of friendship and of intelleetual inter- 
course,it is reserved for the special function of the 
merchant,in the general system of commerce, to erence 
and preserve this good relationship; and that in its 
performance he has often to fix his residence abroad, 
where he beeomes the beneficent instrument for the 
exchange of the products of his native country for 
those of the country of his residence. Thus we see 
Spanish merchants established in London and Liverpool, 
and British merchants in Bilbao,Cadiz and Barcelona; 
Spanish merehants in New York,as well as American 
merehants in Havana, and the like in all countries. 
wence,it is in recognition of this international use- 
fulness of the merehant,that proper provisions are made 
in all treaties of commeree and navigation for the 
proteetion of his person and property by the laws to 


be justly administered,by the civil courts of the 


contracting nations. And Spain and the United States, 


4. 


being no less solicitous in encouraging this friendly 
purpose than other nations,have stipulated under ar- 


ticle 7 of the treaty of 1%95,as follows: 


"And it is agreed,that the subjects or 
"sitizens of each of the contracting parties, 
"their vessels or effects,shall not be liable to 
"any embargo or detention of the part of the 
“other,for any military expedition or other 
"public or private purpose whatever. And in all, 
"“sases of seizure, detention or arrest,for debts 
"contracted,or offences committed,by any citizen 
“or subject of the one party,within the juris- 
“diction of the other,the same shall be made and 
"prosecuted - order and authority of law only, 
"and according to the regular course of pro- 
"seedings usual in such cases. The citizens and 
"subjects of both parties shall be allowed to 


“employ such advocates, solicitors,notaries, agents 


"and factors as they may judge proper in all their 


"affairs,and in all their trials at law,in 
"which they may be concerned,before the tribunals 
“of the other party,and such agents shall have 
"free access to be present at the proceedings 

"in such causes,and at the taking of all examinea- 
"tions and evidence which may be exhibited in 


"said trials®. 


This reciprocal protection,to the citizens and 
subjects of the contracting pitti, dé no less sig- 
nified by the first paragraph of article 22 of the 
game treaty of 1795,which, expressly preserved by ar- 


tiele 12 of the treaty of 1819, says: 


The two high contracting parties, hoping 
"that the good correspondence and friendship 
“which happily reigns between them,will be 
"further increased by this treaty,and that it 
“will continue to augment their prosperity and 
*opulence,will,in future give to their mutual 
“commerce all the extension and favor which the 


"advantages of both countries may ~equire*. 


Accordingly,this Consulate General,cannot but 
maintain that the Chief of the Provisional Section 
of Arrears,in attaching the property of Messrs.HENRY 
8. HAMEL and Co,without an order from a competent 
court,has proceeded without regard to the legal pre- 
cepts that for such cases have heen accepted by the 
two nations,against the citizens and subjects of the 
one party within the jurisdiction of the other. For 
it is clear in this case against Messrs.HENRY B.HAMEL 


and Co,that that office has formed the indictment 


against them, found them guilty of the eharge,and also 


imposed the sentence,without granting them a hearing;

I have the honor te transmit fer the infermation ef 
the Department,copies and translations ef two degrees of. 
the Superier Government ef this Island,respectively, dated 
the 2nd and 5th instant: the first en the "Reform ef the 
Tariff", now rulin here,and the second on the subjeet of 
the "Classifieation and Punding ef the Publie Debt ef 
Cuba". 

Upon the first ef these subjeets,I beg te submit the 
follewing remarks,as supplementary to these of my dispate 


No.724,ef August 8th,last. 


At a time not far remote,when Cuba,owing te the tem~ 
porary effects of faetitious and aeeidental eauses,made 
nearly 40 per eent ef the sugar supply ef the world, and 
when her market laid prineipally in Great Britain and 
ether countries of Europe, where from motives of interest, 
ne retaliatory duties were imposed on merchandise impert- 
ed and exported in Spanish shipping ; it was frem this 


relatively dominating position, temporarily feasible for

Spain te maintain in Cuba a a@ifferential tariff; but new, 
that her queta ef that supply searcely reaches 18 per 
eent,and Cuba's market fer her preduets having changed 
frem Eurepe te the confined almest exelusively to the 
United States,where these differential duties are off-set 
by retaliatory duties,it has eeased to be longer bene- 
fieially praetieable. 

Fer some time past,the operation ef this differen- 
tial tariffhas been re-active, and destructive of the in- 
terest and welfare ef Cuba,-- and it new only eperates as 
kh "protection", Pawering the development ef the sugar in- 
dustry in all ether ied: sail te an extent exaetly 
eerrelative to the ameunt of exehangeable value it de- 
traets from Cuba's Exports in their purehase of her Im- 
ports. 

Spain is new in the dilemma of either continuing 
this differential Cuban tariff er ef abolishing it. 


If it eheoses the first alternative,it will in a few 


years,destrey hog enly the sugar industry ef the island, 


but with it as secondary effeets,all the many interests 


that derive their meving power from that erep,sueh as the 


railroads,the eoaktwise shipping, exporting merchants, 
Banks, sugar ware houses,eooperage establishments, wharves, 
lighters,and depriving of employment its brekers,clerks, 
mechanics,laborers, stevedores,&ec,rendering also valueless 
to ereditors its publie debt. 

The export basis of the Island once dissipated,its 


impert business, too,ceases, and then another train of

large and small business establishments will simltan- _ 
eously go out ef existence,fer the want ef sugar,eut ef 


whieh staple flows their moving power. 


Ceincidently,with the working eut ef this preeess, 
ether countries are striving te oecupy the position ef 
Cuba as sugar purveyors te the United States. 

If, hewever,Spain should act from a higher standard 
ef theught,and with the wisdem and sense ef responsibil- 
ity,that eught te be the rule of all governing powers, and 
abolish this tariff,thereby leaving Cuba with the right 
te buy wherever she ean do se the cheapest: then,in that 
event,the great bulk ef Cuba's imports would come from 
the United States; for the simple reason that she ean 
theresbpy them cheapest,reaping,besides, a great saving 
ef time because ef the proximity of the United States, 
ever bringing them from Spain and ether Eurepean countrie 

As a proof of the ecapability of tne United States te 
furnish the imperts ef Cuba te the advantage ef its popu- 
lation,we have the paretieal faet that the dry-goods mer- 
chants ef this eity,are at the present day importing 


Amerigan ealeeoes, from the United States via Liverpool, 


England,frem whence they are breught in Spanish steamers 


te Havana, with the surcharge ef eommission, freight, 
trueckage,and marine insuranee, sonsequent upon the reund- 


about way ef importing, enforeed by this differential ta- 


riff,instead of bringing them direct from New York or 


Be ston?-

And thts only means that Cuba gets just se meh less 
ef imports in exchange for her exports,and that other 
sugar producing eceuntries are literally “proteeted" by 
Spanish legislation,just te that extent at the expense of 
Cuba. 

But the relief of Cuba does not only demand a re- 
form of the tariff/ but indispensably also a meh cheaper 
and mere simple form ef publie administration than that 
hitherto praetised; for the reason that the supply of 


sugar has new grow se great in proportion te the demand 


and Afriea being elesed te the slave trade,it eannot meh 


lenger serve here as the basis fer the luxury ef an ex- 
pensive Imperial gevernment,any more than wheat eould 


pear it in the State ef Illineis,er eotton in Miggissippi 


er eeal and iren in Pennsylvania,er lumber in Maihe. 

In the latter instenece ,from the eonsequent enhanced 
eost of preduetion ef these States,they would,in the 
course of time, suecumb to the surrounding rival States, 
enjoying cheaper and less ecomplieated government, and pro- 
dueing the same staples; or Cuba must in time inevitably 
find herself in a similar predicament with respeet to 
ether sugar producing ccuntries, 

Further,if laber is to beeome free here as is talked 
ef in eertain narrow cireles,the planters would have te 
pay wages te their hands ; This weuld entail the neces- 
sity for the simultaneous disbandment ef all surplus 
military and naval ferees and unnecessary civil employees 
simply because the laber of the country eannot produee 


suffieient in face of the competition it eneounters from

ether sugar predueing countries,toe stand the heavy bur- 
den of se much unproduetive consumption. 

Cuba,in the event ef the abelition ef this tariff, 
eeasing to be the main basis of the Spanish eonmereial 


system, Spain, fortunately for her,will find that an All 


Wise Previdence has been ne less lavish with her, than 


with other nations in providing her with natural resour- 
ees,in variety of elimate,fertility of soil,forestal and 
mineral products,water courses and geod harbors,all plas- 
tieally awaiting the attentien and moulding pewer ef the 
intelligence and Rebor ef her inhabitants,to be eonvert- 
ed inte many times more wealth than would ever be devel- 
eped by Spain in Cuba,and thus would she assume a posi- 
tion mere in aeecord with Universal erder and harmeny.

On the night of the Srd instant there was held in 
this city,a numerously attended meeting,presided over by 
Mr.GALBIS, the Politieal Secretary of the Government of 
this Island, composed of what is ealled the liberal party. 
This meeting is memorable,as being,perhaps,the first of 
the kind in whieh the people of Cuba,have been permitted 


freely to assemble for politieal discussion,and for the 


open, untrammelled, consideration of their publie affairs. 


After a somewhat lengthy,orderly and luminous dis- 
cussion,a platform was readand adopted,a printed sony of 
which extracted from the party organ,*EL TRIUNFO", I now 
have the honor to transmit with the following remarks, 
that I have thought pertinent to those parts of the plat- 

form,viz: those relating to the differential duties rul- 
ing in this island; a Reciproeity Treaty with the United 
States,and the enlargement of Cuba's export trade with 
Spain. 


The following example in domestie economy,will il- 


2 
lustrate in some degree,the mode in which these differ- 
ential duties are,in the wider operations of politieal 
economy, eating, eancer like,into the very vitals of the 
material prosperity of this island,as likewise those of 


Spain, that of the latter being mostly an effect of the 


former, 


Let it be supposed that the laborers A. and B. are 


compelled to go inte the labor market to sellktheir ser- 


vices:- They each earn for instance,$1.- per day, and 


with these earnings they buy the supplies ef themselves 


and families. 


The law governing A. eompels him to buy his bread 
from a certain baker,and in the same way,his meat, gro- 


eeries,shoes and clothes,from a designated buteher, gro- 


eer, shoemaker,and tailor,toe each of whom he has to pay 
say 30 per cent higher for his supplies than the laborer 
B., because the latter has the right to bus wherever he 
ean get his supplies cheapest. Now,it is elear in this 
¢ase,that theugh beth laborers gain the same wages,this 
differential taxation reduces the exchangeable value of 
5 day's labor of A. to 70 eents,when compared with the 
day's labor of B.,whieh is worth to him,$1.- in the pur- 
chase of supplies. 

Purther,and what probably is a still more important 


effect for the purposes of this analysis,is,that B. pos- 


sesses a eonpetitive advantage of 50 per cent in the la- 


bor market over the laborer A.- 


Now, the same simile holding good when treating of 
the selling and buying power of a nation,it follows that 
thetexports of Cuba bear the same relation to its esonom- 
ig being,as the wages of the laborer A. bear to his per- 
sonal welfare and to that of his famils. : 

Cuba has,from the necessity ef self-preservation 
to send her exports,consisting mostly of sugars,molasses, 
tobaeeo and eigars,to whatever market will pay her west. 
She finds the best market fer her produets in the United 
States,where she sends about 90 per cent of her exports. 

Now,with her Exports out,she buys her Imports in, 
in a similar manner as laborer A. with his daily earning 
buys his supplies. 

But,the law governing Cuba,subjeets her imports te 
the action of a differential tariff,so eonstructed as to 
foree her to buy to the furthest possible extent from a 
certain Nation,and to employ for the purposes of trans- 
portation a designated shipping. 

Aceordingly,Cuba is pressed to purehase her flour, 
provisions, groceries, shoes,dry-goods,and all other arti- 
eles of consumption in Spain,and to bring them in Spanish 
shipping,only buying from other countries,when these, 
despite the diserimination,are able to sell te her eheap- 
er than Spain. 

Thus Cuba, like laborer A. suffers a great iess in 
the exchangeable value of her exports, although getting 


the same priees for them, when compared to the exports of 


ther sugar produeing ecountries,but who,like laberer B., 


have the right to buy wherever they ean get the cheapest. 


S 

In this arrange ment,we probably find the most glar- 
ing example of eeonomie fallacy existing in any eountry 
doing an extensive foreign commerce,for fust in propor- 
tion as Spain is “protected" at the expense of Cuba,it 
being an un-reciproeal proteetion, the exehangeable value 
ef Cuba's exports are thereby lessened,as in the ease of 
the serviees of laborer A. She suffering a corresponding 
diminishment in the amount ef Imports purehaseable by 
her Exports ; just upon the same prineiple that a given 
measure shertened at one end,is thereby shortened at both 
ends. 

Further,to the extent ef the harm done by the oper- 
ation of these differential duties,se does the ecompeti- 
tive power of the beet root sugar of Europe,and the eane 
sugar of all ether countries operate against Cuba in the 
consuming sugar markets of the world, and to sueh a potent 
degree has this eompetition risen,through the increase 
ef sugar production, whieh at the same time is gradually 
affording the United States,through cther ehannels, that 
reeiprocity ef trade, diverted from them by the differen- 
tial @eriff ef Cuba ; that Cuba's sugars are now quite. 
forced out of the markets of Europe,and she is helplessly 
reduced to the sugar market of the United States,notwith- 
standing the high import duties there on sugar,to whieh 
Cuban planters and high Spanish effieials point, believ- 
ing that they eome out of the Cuban produetr,instead of 
the American consumer. But,were sueh the faet,it is sur- 


prising that Cuba does not attempt te avoid their pay- 


ment by the shipment of its sugars to Great Britain, where 


5 
at present ne import duties are levied on the artiele. 


It is easy to perceive that the more necessity eom- 
pels Cuba to gravitate to the United States fer a market 
to sell in,and the more Spanish legislation eompels her, 
on the ether hand,te go to Spain as a market to buy in, 
so will her eonmercial status become abnormal «md in like 
proportion must the effeets in time,be disastrous te Cuba 
and to Spain ; for it is impossible for a people to stand 
when so divided,that its eommereial necessities are in 
ene direetion, and its political gies in another, directly 
opposite. 

At this point it may not be irrelevant toe remark, 
that though Cuba was the first in the erder of discovery 
ef the large West India islands by Celumbus, yet she is 
the very last,even comparativelycreecent, in the order 
a material development,and that due to faetitious and 
aecidental eauses,more than te regular nermal growth. 
Here, too,it needs but a slight streteh of the imagination 
to pereeive the nullity and helplessness ef both Cuba 
and Spain in America,indeed as helpless as a steam en- 
gine without a beiler,if the United States had tropieal 
territory wherein, through inter-State eommerce te raise 
its ewn sugar,as it teday raises its ewn eereals, provi- 
sions, cotton, eeals,iron,lumber,ée. In that case,too, 
the wetla's attention weuld hardiy be melested by the 
Cuban problem,its bettom facts revealing it to be simply 


a sugar question,invested with a political phase, 


With a view of eseaping in a measure the impending 


sataclysm,the small thinking portion eof the inhabitants 
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ef this island,having become alarmed, are now urging the 


abolitien ef these differential duties,and advoeating in 
their stead only these of revenue. 

The importanee of a reeciproeity treaty with the 
United States,te the prosperity ef Cuba,is alse urged by 
them and possibly,teo,net without the malieious hepe, that 
the institution ef slavery,new again somewhat languish- 


ing here,from its decreased profitableness,would therby 


be revived,in a manner similar té that predueed by the 
law for the equalization ef the sugar duties earried 
threugh the British Parliament by Lerd JOHN RUSSELL in 


1847,in opposition te the eounsels of Sir ROBERT PEEL, 


Lerd BROUGHAM,Mr.GLADSTONE,and other British statesmen. 
The effeet ef that law,was that British planters 
having toe pay wages te their free labeorers,could net ¢eom- 
pete with the Spanish West Indian planters,who only work- 
ed slave laborers,the latter having an advantage over the 

former equivalent to their savinggsef wages ; besides, 
alse having then all Afriea open te them for fresh sup- 
plies ef laborers. Thus in the name ef “free trade“, the 
law ef the British Parliament whilst fruitless te British 
eonmerce,was literally a proteetive measure,--but “pro- 
test SauiPeniy in the sense of developing the African 
slave trade,through the extinetion of free laber,as the 
subsequent mevement of the suecessive British squadrons 
en the eoast ef Afriea,the ereation ef the Slave and 
Sugar oligarehy ef Cuba,and by the less of a market for 
their labor,the obligatory squatting for a living ef the 


British West India laborers, attest, 


It is reported of the Jamaica,Barbadees and Demerara 
planters,that they derisively taunted the British Parlia- 


ment,with having furnished at their expense,and that of 


human freedom,the cause for publie jubilee and illumina- 


tions it Cuba and Puerto Rieo. 

With these antecedents in view,it is net @iffieult 6 
to feresee, that the granting by the United States ef a 
reciproeity treaty te Cuba, while slavery exists in the 
Island,would enly develop that institution anew,and bring 
about similar results in Leuisiana to those predueed in 
Jamaica and the other British Weet India possessions by 
said law of the British PaPliament fer the equalization 
ef the sugar duties; the sugar erop of whieh State, be- 
sides the large employment furnished at present by it to 
American eapital,employs an immense number ef American 
laberers and mechanies en land for its production, and 
American ships and sailors fer its transportatien on the 
rivers and Oeean. It would also shut eut ef employment 
a large number ef American operatives employed in the 
sigar factories in the United States,te favor the Havana 
manufacsturers,wWhe almost wholly empley their slaves and 
chinese held under eontraet,in the manufaeture of their 


sigars and this without equivalent. 


Referring to that part ef this platform relating te 
the removal ef obstacles te the importation of Cubaeiss 
sugars in Spain,I would say its futility ig manifest, when 
it is remembered that European statistieians accredit 
Spain with an annual eonsumption ef less than 30,000 tens 


of sugar, whieh is equal te about the one third ef one 


’ aS aoe 
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menth's consumption in the United States,when the amount 
of molasses is reduced to,and considered with sugar. 

ears the present year up to date, Spain has taken 
less than 50,000 boxes ef Cuban sugars,@qual to about 
10,000 tons and this nog solely for her ewn consumptien 
but, with doubtful success,partly for distributien in the 
Freneh and Italian ports ef the Meditterranean and Adri- 
atie seas, - Censequently,Cuba ean hardly expeet assists 
ance from Spain in the appreaeching hour ef her business 
distress,when at the same mement the merchants,manufac-

As an american eitizen fl bee to report to you 


the following faets: 

On the 19th ultimo while in my dwelling house 
on the grazing farm “Estrella",belonging to me, 
situated in the municipal distriet of Alquizar,I was 
notified by a eouple of Givil Guards of the Mojanga 
post to leave my dwelling and start with them for the 
village of Mangas,under arrest; all the protests of 
my innoeenee and efforts to avoid this proceeding 
proving fruitless and being obliged to leave my 
interests in complete abandonment. 

I was taken to the Municipal Court of Mangas 
where I was received by the Judge D.Jose victorero, and 
after two days had elapsed without havinga@aedn ealled 
upon to testify,I was conveyed to the city of San 
Cristobal remaining there one day in jail,being fed 
with the same food furnished to individuals subjeet 


to criminal proceedings; the Aleaide (jailer) having 


2 
taken pains to inform me of my duty to wash out the 
plaee and comply with the other obligations required 
of prisoners. 

These three days of suffering having passed, 
separated from my wife and children and my interests 
completely abandoned,I made a deelaration before the 
Judge of First Instance,and then I was inmediately 


released. 


I have also to observe that I was taken on foot, 
handeuffed and suffering the rigors of the rains,for 
a distance of 59 miles (15 leguas) and also that upon 
reaching the San Cristobal river I had to ford it on 
horseback, handeuffed, exposed to a fall and deprived 
in that case,of the right that every human being has 
to struggle for life. 

The following are,as I have learned,the causes 
of this proceeding: 

The Alealde - Mojanga,who reeently eommitted 
suicide beeause of having issued false passes for 
animals,left a letter stating that he was not a bandit 
but that a eortadin individual referred to in said 
letter, and the undersigned,who proteeted this indi- 
vidual,were suche 

I do not doubt that if you request H.E.the 
Governor general to investigate the matter he will 


do so with his usual zeal and interest. 


Therefore, I hope you will take the steps you 


may consider necessary to obtain the proper reparation.

free of all duties under paragraph 13 of schedule A, 
and not charged 50 per cent duty,under paragraph 51 
of schedule C of the said Reciprocity Agreement; and 
furthermore,in the representation of the reasons of 
my Government to Your Excellency,iI asked that Y.&. 
micht be pleased to order,in their consideration and 
in the exercise of your superior authority,that the 
said wire nails of American manufacture,be admitted 
free of duty in conformity with paragraph 13 of 
schedule A; but that should Y.E.decide against this 
petition,that the reasons of your refusal might be 
communicated to this office for their transmission 
+o and for the information of my Government. 

No attention,however,has been given to these 
earnest and respectful observations, for no answer has 
been received to my said communication of the 13th 
ultimo presenting them to Your Excellency. On the 
contrary, instead of those observations having been 
listened to and examined,and replied to either 
affirmatively or siiskickiy oes reference,in case 
of refweel,through the diplomatic channel to the 


Government of Madrid,as the Government of the United 


States has the right to arery, as the other party to 


the Agreement,a notice dated the 10th of the present 
month,signed by the Collector of the port,has ap- 
peared in the official Gazette of this city,advertising 
the house number 1,Alejandro Ramirez street, the pro- 


perty of the senior partner of the firm of Messrs. 


Henry B.Hamel and Co.,for sale at public auction on 
the 28th instant,to-morrow,for alleged default in 


the payment of the import duties and harbor charges 


on the very same nails which my Government believeg 
to be free of import duties,under paragraph 13 of 


schedule A,of the Reciprocity Agreement between Spain 


and the United States. 


In consequence,I have most respectfully to 
protest before Y.E.,against this act of the said 


customs authorities for the foilowing reasons: 


First: Because of the disregard of the said 
authorities towards the respectful and earnest reclama- 
tion of the Government of the United States,ag trans- 
mitted to Y.E.in my unanswered communication of the 


13th of last month on this subject. 


Second: Because depriving the Government of the 


United States of the right of obtaining a final settle- 


ment of the matter in dispute through its diplomatic 


channel with the Government of Madrid. 


Third: Because the customs regulations of this

Island on which the said officials have found their 


sentence ex parte against Messrs. ;,enry B.Hamel and 
Co.,cannot authorize them to subrogate the treaty 
between Spain and the United States without incurring 


in an infraction of the international law. 


Fourth: Because the procedure of the customs 
officials constitutes a violation of article 7 of the 


treaty of the 27th of October,1795, between the United 


States and Spain,which requires that in all cases of 
seizure,detention or arrest of the citizens and subjects 
of the contracting parties, for debts contracted or 
offenses committed within their respective jurisdic- 
tions,such cases shall be tried by the courts of each 
country,fer as it expresses: 

"The same shall be prosecuted by order and 


“authority of law only,and according to the regular 


"course of proceedings usual in such cases. 


"The citizens and subjects of both parties shall 

"be allowed to employ such advocates, soliciters, 
"netaries,agents and factors as they may judge 
"proper,in all their trials at law, in which 

"they may be concerned,before the tribunals of 

"the other party; and such agents shall have 

"free access to be present at the proceedings 

"in such causes,and at the taking of all Saamination 


"and evidence which may be exhibited in the 


"said trials". And in this sense was made 
the Martos-Sickles agreement of the 12th of pebruary 
of 1871 for the settlement of the claims of citizens 
of the United States on account of wrongs and in- 
juries committed at that time by the authorities of 
Spain in this Islan@g. But these rights of defense, 
secured to the citizens of the United gtates by the 
said treBfy,have been completely denied by the 
customs officials of this port in their proceedings 
against the property of the senior partner of Messrs. 
wenry B.Hamel and Co.,for they have neither been 
brought up before any court of ordinary jurisdiction, 
nor given the opportunity to defend themselves by 
means of advocates,solicitors,notaries or agents to 
which they have the right on an equality with subjects 
of Spain in the United States,in virtue of the afore- 
mentioned article 7 of the treaty of 1795 between 


Spain and the United States. 


I have,therefore,to ask that Your Excellency 


may be pleased to order the suspension of the sale 
of said house at public auction, announced in the 
official Gazette,which I aecompany,as also the sus- 
pension of all other proceedings in the case,till 
both Governments agree if the nails in question have 
to pay import duties or not under the stipulations 


of the Reciprocity Agreement. 


And in conclusion,I beg that this Consulate 


General may be informed of the decision of Y.E.for 


its transmission in due season to my Government.
